The Narberth Borough School Board voted to reduce 
the school tax rate one mill at a meeting in the Narberth 
School last Thursday night. 

The reduction brings the tax rate down from 18 to 17 

t mills. 

Walter Steckbeck, head of the 
board, presided at the meeting. 

This is the second time within 
the last few years that the school 
board has voted a tax reduction. 
Two years ago they abolished th» 
per capita school tax of $2. For a 
family of two the $4 they paid was 
almost equivalent to one mill in 
taxes. 

The reduction in the school tax 
rate will save Narberth Borough 
taxpayers approximately $5000 a 
year. The saving from elimination 
of the per capita tax amounted 
to about $7000, making a total 
saving for the taxpayer of $12,000. 

Lowering of the tax rate means 
real economies as the assessed 
valuation in the borough this year 
is about the same as last year. 
The assessed valuation is $7,000,- 
000. 

John R. Hall, borough tax col- 
lector, in commenting on the re- 
duction said: 

"The reduction of a mill in the 
school tax rate is a real saving for 
our taxpayers and one of the best 
proofs of an economical school 
administration. 

"It is particularly noteworthy 
because many neighboring school 
districts have raised their tax 
rates." 

Hall, who collects the Narberth 
School District taxes, scored al- 
most a 100 percent in collecting 
the 1943 school taxes. He collected 
98 and 8-10 percent of both the 
school district and borough taxes. 

Other routine business incident 
to the closing of the school year 
was transacted at the meeting.

Assurance that Red Cross work 
mong soldiers and sailors over- 
is effective is found in letters 
received by Mrs. Alfred M. Watts 
of Chichester Lane, Wynnewood, 
from her two sons on foreign serv- 
ice. From somewhere in England, 
T/S Stephen C. Watts wrote: 

"Tuesday had a twenty-four 
hour pass. There is nothing like 
getting away from camp. I said 
it in the States and I say it even 
more now! Spent two shillings to 
spend the night at the feed Cross 
again, with clean sheets and a 
comfortable bed, for a change. A 
snack at the Red Cross before go- 
ing to bed and watched the danc- 
ing there too. The lassies don't do 
badly with the jitterbugs, but the 
floo. was crowded." 

And Lt. David M. Watts, USNR. 
an armed guard in the Mediter- 
ranean theatre says: 

"The American Red Cross is 
surely doing a fine job over here 
and it's seldom that they can't do 
something to help each and every 
that line over here is very wide- 
alon° that line over here is very 
widespread. They have beautiful 
quarters for both the officers and 
enlisted men and do everything 
jmagineable to make the lads com- 
fy You folks back home can't do 
too much to back them up." 
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
